Meat Dealers 
Demand End

And Black Market,

CHICAGO—(AP)—A group of 


the nation's retail meat dealers- 
noting dwindling supplies of beef— 
has urged congress to remove 
price controls on meat. 


The appeal by the dealers was 


made as sale of beef cattle at 
the country's 12 major livestock 
markets this week slumped to a 
three-year low. A spokesman saiei 
the dealers feel the controls will 
mean a continued scarcity of meat 
and illegal markets. 


Krprenent 70,000 


The meat dealer's appeal to 


congress was disclosed by George 
Nepil, executive secretary of the 
National Association 
of 
Retail 


Meat and Food Dealers. Nepil said 
the association represents 70,000 
dealers across the nation. 


Nepil said he and other associ- 


ation officials had filed briefs with 
senate and housrbanklng and cur- 
rency committees and the senate 
small business committee In Wash- 
ington, asking congress not to ex- 
tend price controls on meat and 
livestock when they expire June 
30. 


"Meat dealers are afraid that 


if this thing Is allowed to continue 
wf 
will not only have a mrnt 


shortage but also a very bad 
black market." Nepil said.

"The controls are curtailing 


meat production. W« thought they 
'might work when they were first 
proposed, but now we see we were 
wrong." 


At the same lime, the American 


Meat Institute, representing mor« 
ihnn 85 per cent of the packing 
Industry, said a country-wide sur- 
vey showed that 05 leading beef 
producing plants this week dressed 
76 per cent fewer cattle than In 
the same week a year ago. 


The Institute said this was a 


much sharper decline than the 
slump in cattle offered for sale. 


"The 
comparison shows," it 


said, "that while all 
animals 


marketed were being sold to some- 
one, quantities of beef were be- 
ing marketed in other than, nor- 
mal quantities through other than 
normal channels of trade.

W.KS of people arc perfectly hap- 


py livinjr in old houses until they 
start peering into brand-new ones, 
and then they get the natural urge 
to bring things in the old home- 
stead up to date.

The bathroom seems to be the 


place where the comparison is 
most noticeable. While we haven't 
seen a bathtub ancient enough to 
be standing on legs in a long time 
now, there are plenty of bathrooms 
that would look young again in an 
awful hurry if the walls were tiled. 


These days it isn't necessary to 


use heavy ceramic tile to get the 
effect you're after. There ia tile 
made of aluminum and plastic, 
there's heavy enameled wall cover- 
ing in patterns that simulate tile, 
and there's a tempered hardboard 
covered with a tough plastic finish 
in a variety of patterns. Any of 
these can be installed by the man 
in your family If you give him 
proper encouragement. 


Inexpensive 


Least expensive is the enameled 


wall covering. This has a felt base, 
is something like linoleum-, and is 
installed about the same way ex- 
cept that it goes on the wall in- 
stead of the floor. It usually comes

Home Owners' 
Question Box 


QUESTION: I have an old oak 


kitchen set that never has had any 
kind of finish. It has grown dark 
and I would like to have it a light- 
er color. Is there any way to bleach 
.t? 


ANSWER: Have you considered 


painting it? This would seem to 
be a simpler way to lighten it than 
by bleaching. However, if you wish 
to keep the natural appearance, 
you can use either a commercial 
wood bleach—on sale at a large 
paint store—or oxalic acid crystals 
(poison), which should be dissolved 
either in denatured alcohol or in 
hot water, as much as a given 
amount of liquid will dissolve. The 
hot-water solution is applied hot- 
not the alcohol. Let this remain on 
the wood overnight, then rinse off 
well next day. If the wood rough- 
ens, smooth it with sandpaper and 
dust off. To keep the wood a light 
color, finish it with two coats of 
clear, quick-drying varnish.

West Might Suffer Most from 


Embargo 011 Soviet Trade 


Remember the good old days when simple black and 


white solutions to our problems were possible ? 


Seldom if ever is that true any more, especially in foreign 


affairs. Take for instance this business of trading with the 
enemy. In principle it seems obviously unwise, if not im- 
moral. Nothing should be easier than a nice, clean-cut de- 
cision not to do it. 


When you're actually in a shooting war, the choice is, of 


course, almost inescapable. This country made it with re- 
spect to Red China, and Britain belatedly has followed suit. 


But the "cold war" with Russia poses the problem dif- 


ferently. Though we know the Kremlin is our inplacable 
enemy and would crush us tomorrow if it could, our strug- 
gle still lacks the urgency, the final element of compulsion, 
that goes with shooting war. 
• 
• • 


That being so, it is hard to impose an embargo on all 


trade with the Soviet Union, or even all materials that might 
find, their way into arms manufacture. 


The United States can do this with less concern, since it 


has never relied on Russia for much except manganese in 
return. But other nations are more closely linked with 
Russian trade. 
• 
• • 


For example, Britain and others now get coal, timber, 


grain, chrome, manganese, iron and steel items and asbestos 
from Russia. All these things are important to the European 
economy. 


Russia and its satellites in return draw textiles, fibers, 


machinery and equipment, foods and raw materials. No 
question that some of this feeds the Russian war machine. 


. The real point is: Who would suffer most from a cutting 


off of this trade? ' 
< 


Britain and others would have to find needed coal, tim- 


ber, grain and metals elsewhere. Maybe this could be done. 
But it could not be done overnight, and for some materials 
it might prove impossible. The current furore over raw ma- 
terials shortages is not founded on fancy. 
• 
• « 


We might as well face it: The burden would be on the 


U. S. and Canada to make up most of the deficiencies, if 
this could be achieved. And that heavier drain might force 
sharp reductions in the civilian economic level on this con- 
tinent. 


Thus it's a serious question whether, from the free 


world's standpoint, a tight embargo on Soviet trade might 
not hurt the West more than it would Russia. In any event, 
it seems sensible to reduce that trade gradually, as new 
sources of materials are found for the free nations. 


The amendment of Senator Kem, attached to a general 


appropriation bill, is an attempt to meet the problem with 
a black and white solution. It bars U. S. aid to any gov- 
ernment shipping strategic materials to Communist coun- 
tries. 
• 
• * 


These days it's hard to define what is strategic material, 


since the demands of a modern war economy are so sweep- 
ing. Therefore the effect of the Kem amendment might 
be to block U. S. help to any country sending almost any- 
thing behind the Iron Curtain. 


In the light of this, and the evident desperate need of 


European nations to obtain the materials the Reds have to 
offer, the Kem proposal looks unwise, impractical, and per- 
haps even dangerous. 


President Truman reluctantly accepted it to get the ap- 


propriation he needed. But congress should give speedy 
attention to his advice that this rider be quickly repealed.

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Scientific Farm Researchers Redesign Nature's Handiwork

WASHINGTON—NBA—While 
statesmen 
quarrel 


and scientists seem to concentrate on devising more 
horrible ways of destroying mankind, it is comforting 
to know that agricultural research—aimed at Increas- 
ing and bettering man's food supply—goes on unabated. 
And now at the beginning of a new crop year, It Is a 
relief to turn away from man-made political headaches 
to see what is being done to make the world a better 
place in which to live. 


It is a little-realized fact that the science of farm- 


ing has made more progress In the United States in 
the last 75 years than had been recorded in the previous 
75 centuries. 


The first American colonists brought with them 


seeds and cuttings of food crops they, had known in the 
old world. They found other new crops like corn and 
potatoes and tobacco in the new world. 


Founding fathers like Ben Franklin and Thomas 


Jefferson did as much for the country by bringing new 
plant varieties from abroad as they did In planting the 
seeds of democracy. 


But the real start on organized farm research goes 


back to 1856 when Congress established the first plant 
propagating garden. Three years later the government 
Imported the first Italian honeybees. And in 1862 the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture was established. 
• 
* 
* 


Plants Tailored to Machine 


Today the state experiment stations, Department 


of Agriculture research centers and private laboratories 
conduct farm research on thousands of projects. It is 
no exaggeration to say that the scientists can even re- 
design new plant varieties and animal strains to fit 


almost any requirements for greater yield, different cli- 
matic conditions, resistance to disease or even a machine 
that will make harvesting easier. 


This last is literally true. 
As mechanical cotton 


picking and flame-throwing weed control have been 
increased as labor-savers, new cotton plant varieties 
have been developed to "fit" these machines. But that 
is only a starter. 


As synthetic fibers like rayon, nylon and orlon have 


been developed in the laboratories, they have cut into the 
cotton market. Undaunted by this competition, the agri- 
cultural research scientists set to work to develop a new 
cotton plant. The requirement was to develop a natural 
fiber that would be stronger than rayon. 


And they've got it 
It is a triple-hybrid. It is a 


cross between Asiatic, American upland and Arizona 
mountain cottons. It is not yet ready for commercial 
release. But the fiber on the first plants grown is dou- 
ble the strength of the old varieties. 
V 


Hybrid com is undoubtedly the food production 


miracle of the 20th century. It is now an old story. 
Increasing yields by about 30 per cent hybridization 
has been estimated to have provided an extra 35 pounds 
of pork for every man, woman and child in the U. S. 


Dollar-wise, hybrid corn alone has more than paid 


for all the agricultural research done in this country. 
What is not commonly recognized is that all this in- 
creased wealth stemmed from 1866 experiments of Gre- 
gor Mendel, an Austrian monk who cross-nolllnated 
garden peas. It was 1917, however, before practical 
benefits began to be reaped at a Connecticut experi- 
ment station. 


More to Do With Hybrid Corn 


The Job on hybrid corn is by no means done. New 


varieties are being developed to withstand the hot sum- 
mers of the South. 
Seventy-seven per cent of U. S. 


corn acreage is now planted to hybrid seed. The In- 
creased yield of 750 million bushels a year is worth ap- 
proximately $750 million a year. 


As with corn, so with cereal grains. Only here the 


big problem has been to fight stem rust Progress be- 
gan to be made in this battle when a young Minnesota 
scientist discovered there were many varieties of stem 
rust Then it was found that the rust organism spent 
part of its life on barberry bushes. And the fight began 
to eradicate barberries. At the present time, man is 
now ahead in this long battle. 


Of the new crops imported into the U. S., the soy- 


bean in its original form would never have amounted to 
much. But scientists developed new varieties with a 
20 per cent high yield and a 10 per cent high oil con- 
tent Today soybeans are America's fifth crop. 


In the vegetable patch, the scientists have developed 


tomatoes that resist wilt, cabbages that resist the yel- 
lows. 


Since housewives showed a preference for potatoes 


with shallow eyes, and strawberries that were tart, 
scientists developed varieties with those characteristics. 
And any new vegetable or fruit variety that doesn't 
have a high vitamin C content Is scrapped. 


The result of all this Is that whereas in 1900 one 


farmer produced enough for seven people, he now pro- 
duces . enough for 14. Farm efficiency, has doubled in 
60 years. And the end is not in sight

Garden Notes 


Late potatoes should be planted about mid-June. Seeds for fall 


cabbage and fall cauliflower should be sown in carefully prepared beds 
about mid-June. The seedlings will then be ready for transplanting 
in mid-July. 


You can prolong the blooming period of pansies for several weeks 


by keeping the flowers picked off before they wither and ripen to 
form seeds. 


Green onions from sets are most 


delicious and most easily cleaned 
when they are In the slip stage. 
This is just before they begin to 
enlarge at the base. In the slip 
stage the outer skin of the planted 
set is still moist and slips off eas- 
ily and cleanly. 


Keep the blossom cluster picked 


off the newly set 
strawberry 


plants, and keep the soil worked 
up so that the runners can take 
root and make new plants. Ever- 
bearing varieties set in April may 
be allowed to produce a small crop 
in the late fall. 


Strawberry Preserves 


Some of those strawberries that 


you plan on putting into preserves 
can be kept from "floating" by 
giving the sugar a chance to pene- 
trate the berries before the final 
cooking. 


You should let the berries and 


sugar stand overnight after heat- 
ing them slowly. This slow heat- 
ing period dissolves the sugar. An 
alternate plan is to layer the ber- 
ries and sugar, being sure to use 
equal amounts of strawberries and 
sugar by weight. 


After the' berries and sugar 


stand overnight, heat them to the 
boiling point, and boil rapidly un- 
til the syrup falls off the spoon 
in thick heavy drops. The time re- 
quired for a quart of berries is 
about 10 to 15 minutes. 


When cooking is complete, use 


ice water to cool the pan of pre- 
serves. Let the preserves stand 
until slightly cool. Stir and then 
pour into sterilized 
containers. 


Cover with hot paraffin immedi- 
ately after the containers are 
filled.

If the material is firmly woven 


so that the draperies will hang 
well without lining, it's all right 
to leave them unlined. But con- 
sider also how they will look from 
outside the house. 


If they are hung so that they 


extend over the glass panes, it is 
best to line them for good looks 
and for wearability. 


Resistance to fading from direct 


sunlight also influences the an- 
swer. 
If no information about 


fading resistance is given on the 
label of the material you use, 
you'll want to take precautions by 
using a lining. 


After you consider these points 


and if your decision is to line your 
draperies, you can use muslin, 
cambric or lining sateen. 


Hint* for Freezing Strmwberrle* 
Gather the strawberries in the 


cool of the morning, since sun- 
heated fruit often bruises exces- 
sively from handling and results 
often in an infcuor product. 


Avoid rain-soaked fruit 
also 


rain absorbs into such a soft fruit 
oftentimes. And this watcr-sonkec 
fruit doesn't freeze well. 


Berries will need to be washed 


to remove sand and dirt, but do 
the job as quickly as possible. It 
is best not to leave your soft 
strawberries in the water more 
than a minute. A few ice cubes 
in a large amount of water chills 
it slightly and tends to firm the 
fruit, making it easier to work 
with and also so that it with- 
stands bruising. 


After a quick washing, drain 


the berries thoroughly on several 
thicknesses of absorbent toweling, 
if you are working with quantity, 
use large trays and place the ber- 
ries where it is cool, such as base- 
ment or refrigerator. It is best 
not to wash more than a quart 
of strawberries at one time.

Here Abe Lincoln, the gaunt Illinois 
rail splitter who rose to become one of the greatest figures in 
the history of mankind, once stbpped, to stir the hearts of 
listeners on the courthouse lawn beyond. 


Situated on the brow of a hill 


opposite the county courthouse, 
with a commanding view of the 
city and the winding Rock river 
below, the Nachusa Hotel1 symbo- 
lizes the steady progress and good 
living that has marked the city 
almost from the beginning. Begun 
in 1837 by a group of Dixon men 
conscious of their city's destiny 
in the annals of the new West, 
the famous old hotel's walls have 
echoed to the footsteps and laugh- 
ter of a hundred years of Dixon's 
social life. ; 


The Passing Parade 


From the Nachusa's balconies, 


visitors and citizens alike have 
watched countless celebrations of 
episodes in the history of the city 
and the nation. 
Past its front

have celebrated Independence Day, 
have listened to the words of Lin- 
coln and others, and have heard 
the martial music and seen the 
colorful pageant of hundreds of 
parades and concerts..

U..S. Army Ejects Reds From 
American Zone of Austria 


SALZBURG, Austria—(AP)—The United States army forcibly 


ejected a three-man Russian repatriation mission from the American 
zone of Austria this morning. 


The Americans first got the 


Russians to leave their headquar- 
ters and come to an American 
army building. 


When the Soviets then refused 


to drive voluntarily to the Russian 
zone, two American army officers 
and two G. I.'s dragged the pro- 
testing Russian driver from his 
black Mercedes. 


Claim No Orders 


The Russians claimed they had 


received no orders from their 
headquarters to obey the Ameri- 
can Order to leave town. 


After commandeering the car 


the Americans drove the Russians 
to the Soviet zone. 


The U. S. army summoned the 


Russians to Come to the American 
building, a displaced persons bar- 
racks. They were told they could 
have a conference there on the 
issue. 


When they arrived Maj. G. E. 


Hartel,. their American escort of- 
ficer, said he would give them un- 
til 10:30 a. m. local time (4:30 
CDT) 
to leave peacefully. After 


that they would be escorted out 
of the American zone. 


They refused, left the building 


and returned to their 21-room mis- 
sion headquarters. 
When they got 


there they found they could not 
reenter the building because a big 
American army truck was backed 
up against the door. A group of 
G. I.'s was loading the Russians' 
baggage into the vehicle. 


The three Russians retreated to 


their automobile and sat waiting. 


The U. S. had ordered the Rus- 


sians to leave because, it said, 
their mission had been achieved. 
Only 26 persons were repatriated 
to the Soviet Union between Sep- 
tember, 1949, and September, 1950,
